Coaitt From the Sea 


In the struggle "tof defend our coasts 


from sea encroachments, seaside au- 
thorities hare no better allies than the 
hardy tamarisk and shrubby sea blite. 
These useful plants are as effective in 
protecting the lonely gtretchea of our 
shores as stout sea walls and far-flung 
.groynes, says a writer In London Tlt- 
Blt«. Take, tot crumple, Shoreham, 
on tit* Sussex coast This town was 
seriously affected by the Incoming 
tides until it was found that the loose 
shingle that fringes the sea could be 
bound into a resisting mass by the ex- 
tensive planting of tamarisk, a hardy 
little plant whose only real enemy Is 
•evere frost

'On the Norfolk coast the same 


method is adopted, but there the shift- 
ing shingle is bound with shrubby sea 
blite, which groves wnist high and cov- 
ers large areas of the coast The more 
Jiis plant I* ill-treated the stouter it 
flourishes.

Freight rate reduction, in the Opinion 
of President Coolidge, will be impos- 
sible until the consolidation of the 
railroads has been effected In such 
fashion as to strengthen the -weaker 
systems. 


A spokesman for the president, dis- 


cussing the freight rate problem at 
White Court today, declared that Mr.
